Tha president will ask congress for au- 


thority to raise a "provisional army" ol

Especially 
potent has been toe argument advanced 
by Senators Allison and Morgan that if 
we recognise tne Independence of the 
existing government General domes 
might at any time negotiate a peace with 
Spain which would leave the United 
States la the lurch.

RE* OSSITION SHOULD NOT CAKIi 


It will be a deplorable thin? if the 


action of the United States senate pro 
Tiding for immediate recognition of the 
Cuban republic, goes into history as a 
statement of this nation's provocation for 
intervention <n Cuba. "If this country is 
to do a great act of international justice," 
exclaimed Senator Hoar in his speech 
opposing the resolution, "let us do it 
calmly and deliberately." 


It is to be regretted that the senate 


could not have joined with the house in 
holding legislative action practically in 
line with the President's recommenda- 
tions without complicating the situation 
with a resolution of recognition that ia 
bound to obscure the righteousness of tbe 
national cause and forfeit in a measure 
the good opinion of the world and the fall 
approval of histor?. 


There are further reasons for not recog- 


nizing the as yet fictitious republic of 
Cuba, other Xhan those frequently dwelt 
npon in these columns. It is well known 
at Washington that the large issuance of 
Cuban bonds, to be validated upon the 
recognition of the independence of the 
provisional government, strengthened the 
President's conviction that such recog- 
nition just now would be unwise, inex- 
pedient and embarrassing. The sale of 
these worthless bonds amounts to a 
speculation upon an expected act of this 
government. The realization of fabulous 
profits by tbe holders of tbe bonds would 
mean the imposition of an enormous 
debt npon the people of the island, just as 
they were rejoicing in their liberation 
from Spanish tax oppression. 


It is tbe President's purpose to correct 


the situation in Cuba from entirely disin- 
terested and humane motives and not to 
promote the selfish ends of those who 
look for some material advantage in the 
recognition of the island. When Mr. 
McKinley's policy became knownj it pro- 
voked a most unseemly and imperti- 
nent protest from the Cban junta through 
its counsel, with the heated declaration 
that intervention except upon the terms 
laid down by the junta would not be toj- 
erated by the insurgents. What the mo- 
tives back of tbifl attempt to dictate the 
action of this government were, can be 
imagined. 


In view of these disclosures, is the wis- 


dom of the President's course to be 
doubted? Newspapers and congressmen 
nave talked very excitedly about sordid 
interests favoring deliberation. Have 
they considered tbe likelihood of there 
being some selfishness, some deep schem- 
ing, underneath the clamor for immediate 
WoognltionT 


FB1VATE CHARITY, OB PUBLIC. 


A recent letter in tbe columns of this 


paper on the relations of the hospital to 
this city called attention to one fact 
wbteh should receive the closest atten- 
tion ia looking for a means of giving help 
to the* institution from the city without 
danger of illegality. This was the charge 
tbat in the face of inadequate support in

COSSEBVATITE ACTION FAVORED. 


OBf* Um >U(! 


Host of th. Writer* Support the Presi- 


dent, bat Some Are Abusive and Intuit- 
ing—Chairmen of the Foreign Commit- 
tee* of Homo and Senate. 


WASHINGTON, April 
18.—[Spepial.]— 


During the last twrt weeks the wuil. ro- 
BeivuoV- at <thb Wbite-Houio fads; bponHbo 
Weavleifr in :thb fclstory Oi the es'poutivo 
flflansion—heavier even than during nn^ 
two'weoks after an inauguration, when 
tbe office seekers avo putting in thalr 
pleas. Nearly all of tho letters and t^lo- 
graius received at the White Bouse have 
borne npon the Cuban question, showing 
the tremendous interest felt in that topio 
by the masses of the people. It is a re- 
markable fact that notwithstanding tho 
prevalent eontlment in the country that 
Cuba should bo set free at onoo and by 
war if necessary, the great bulk of the 
communications raoelved at the executive 
mansion favor peace, or at least say that 
the writers support the president. I have 
been told on good authority that there are 
now on file In the executive mansion 10 or 
13 bushels of letters and telegrams favor- 
ing conservative action. These have been 
reoolvod during the last few w'eeks. Not 
one ia 60 of them has reached the oyeof the 
president, not because he lacks interest in 
them, but for the simple reason, tbat he 
cannot find time to peruse or even glance 
over so many communication)!. 


Letters to the President. 


Tbe olttrioal staff at tho White House as- 


sort out the letters and telegrams addressed 
to the president, placing before Mr. Ma- 
Kinley all those from people known to 
him personally, or from men''of impor- 
tance. The others are classified and a list 
of the names of the writers and tbe tenor 
of their opinions noted, so that the presi- 
dent can at a short glance gain an idea of 
the nature of public opinion in so far as it 
is expressed by the people who take the 
trouble to write or telegraph him. The 
great number of these communications 
show that not all tbe people of the United 
States have been anxious to have the coun- 
try rushed into war. 
^ 


A few of the letters received at the Wbite 


Bouse have been of an abusive and insult- 
ing nature. All auch communications are 
promptly destroyed, thongh now and then 
a funny one is placed before tbe president. 
Tbe chief magistrate of this nation has 
enough troubles of his own during such 
times as these without reading the growls 
of men who think they know more what 
ought to be done than he does and who 
express their opinions in ugly, insulting 
fashion. I am told the president asks bn 
clerks to show him all the respectful Kc- 
ters which disapprove of his course, but 
the insulting ones he naturally does not 
oare to road. It is said tbe presides c 
knows how to discount the peace com- 
munications which have been pouring in 
at the White House. He understands very 
well tbat tbe men who want peace a13 
much more likely to write or telegraph 
him than the men who want war, for cue 
thing beoauso they have more leisure and' 
money, as a rule, and for another because 
they think ' leir expressions will be wel- 
come. The great masses of the people, who 
want Spain kicked out of the western 
hemispheres are not writing many letters 
to the White House. 


Popular Clamor t7»uaUy Bight. 


After all, the president baa given pre- 


cious little heed to tbe pressure of publio 
opinion. He has been compelled to follow 
out his own ideas of his duty and responsi- 
bility, to seine eztent irrespective of tbe 
popular demand. The people are pretty 
sufla to be right in tbe end, but at certain 
stages of a great international difficulty 
their passion and eagerness make them for 
tbe time being poor advisers. It is a rule 
among publio men not to yield to a popu- 
lar clamor till sufficient time shall have 
elapsed to make U clear tbat tbe sentiment 
Is deep seated and permanent, not a pass- 
ing, superficial affair. There are times 
when it takes courage to stand np against 
what seems to bo the popular will, but tba 
American republic has always had presi- 
dents who were courageous enough to do 
it. 


A number of men have broadened their 


reputations considerably during the Cu- 
ban excitement. The man who baa made 
greatest headway in this respect without 
question is Senator Cushman E. Davis of 
Minnesota. Mr. Davis is tbe chairman of 
the senate committee on foreign relations. 
Ho wrote the report accompanying tho 
resolutions of intervention, presented to 
tbe senate by unanimous vote of tbat com- 
mittee. This report is considered in Wash- 
ington the greatest piece ot official litera- 
ture concerning tbe Cuban crisis we have. 
It has been praised by men of all parties 
for its force!uiness, clearness and master- 
ful treatment of every phase of tbe prob- 
lem. Mr. Davis has been simply over- 
whelmed with congratulations not only 
from senators and representatives, /but 
from all parts of the country. The general 
feeling IB tbat he rose to the occasion, im- 
proved an opportunity such as cornea to 
few men and made a name for himself in 
history. 


Chairmen of the Foreign Committee*, 
Mr. Davis has been in the senate for a 


long time, and, though known there as 
one of the most able men in that body, he 
has never sought popularity. He makes 
few speeches and is not considered an 
orator, though M good speaker. But as a 
thinker, as a student .and authority, he la 
•t the head of the procession. Senator 
Davis looks a little like the late Ben But- 
ler without being so ugly. Ho is person- 
ally a most gonial and likable roan, but 
throughout tbe Cuban crisis hcs bucn an 
silent as a sphinx. Regarding hia post as 
chairman of the committee on foreign re- 
lations as imposing silence upon and dis- 
cretion upon him, it has been impossible 
for any newspaper man to get a word out 
of him. "I won't even wink at you," has 
been bis favorite expression when corre- 
spondents were trying to pomp him. 


Mr. Hit*, tho well known and able 


chairman of tbo house committee on for- 
eign affairs, has been unlucky. Thongh 
tho first man called to the counsel ot the 
president concerning Cuba when tbe crisis 
camo to a head, Mr. Hltt waa ill at homo 
and unable to take his place at the head 
of tbo committee Or upon the floor. Ho 
was greatly missed, for his ability and 
patriotism are everywhere recognized. It 
must have been a' bitter disappointment 
to the house leader on foreign questions to 
be compelled to lie flat on his back while 
history was being made at tbta capital.

New Bedford. Mass, April 18.—ffho 


after result of the 'disturbances of last 
week are beginning to make themselves 
apparent. Following the arrest of Mrs 
McQuade, charged with insulting two 
weavers who passed her house on their 
way to work In the mills, have been the 
arrest of two men, and now many of the 
strikers who have been prominent about 
the mill {rates are guessing-as to whether 
their turn will come next. The arrests 
(yesterday were John 1C Walmsley, 
charged with intimidating Dora Soule 
and Peter Bouchard, employes of the 
Pierce mill, and Frederick Duckworth, 
charged with Intimidating Maud Barnett 
and Eva Barnett, also Pierce mill em- 
ployes. 


Tlie Weavers' union at a meeting yes- 


terday afternoon decided to accept a 
loan of $1000 from the Fall River union, 
and this money, it is thought, will ba 
Bufficient to carry the weavers over for 
three or four weeks longer. Non-union 
members will receive none of the money 
which has been borrowed from Fall 
River, and they must depend upon them- 
selves, with what assistance they can 
get from the fund raised weekly by the 
strike council. 


The union decided, in view of the fact 


that it has been reported that weavers 
are to arrive from Lowell' and other 
places, to appoint committees, one for 
each end of the city, to find out w^iere 
these people board, and to request them 
not to go to work, without, however, 
using intimidation. Secretary Hart said 
that it was unfortunate that there had 
been two arrests during the week, but 
that mustn't u<-.er the unionists from 
jdolng their . y. He also criticised 
Mayor Ashle-, -i calling the state police. 
It was decidt.2 to appoint a committee 
to attend court, three from each end of 
the city, In order that the union might 
keep posted 0:1 cases arising from ar- 
rests, and to engage a lawyer to defend 
members wtto get into trouble. 


Big Fire In Boston. 


Boston, April 18.—The roof of the grain 


slevator at the Hoosac tunnel docks, 
Charlestown, was blown completely oft 
by a dust explosion at 4 o'clock Sunday 
morning, and the fire that followad it 
not only destroyed the remaining portion 
of the immense structure, but consumed 
nearly the entire contents of over 400,- 
000 bushels of grain, mostly wheat. A 
steamer which has just finished load- 
ing was towed out without Injury, but 
some small tenements adjoining and a 
building used as a distillery by Chapin 
& Trull were damaged more or less by 
the debris fro-n the roof. 
The loss is 


estimated bj tha fire underwriters at 
nearly J600.000, making a fire loss that 
has not been equalled in this city since 
1893. 


The explosion not only shook up the 


entire section of Charl-stown, but was 
noticeably felt in the cicy proper and 
many of the suburbs. 
Coming: at such 


an early hour, the tremendous jar 
aroused half the cit.,-, and the flames 
Which followed were sufficient not only 
to cause a great rush of fire apparatus, 
but attracted thousands of sightseers. 


The elevator was but a few hundred 


feet from the navy yard, and many 
persons, hearms the explosion and see- 
Ing the bright light, at once concluded 
that another Maine affair had occurred. 
The marine guard was at once ordered 
out, and with a detail from the Ban- 
croft made every possible precaution 
against the fire spreading in that di- 
rection. 
The department, however, waa 


•uccessful in keeping the flames con- 
fined to the elevator, and by 8 o'clock 
had the fire under control.

loss is covered by insurance.

"Oh, don't speak of that! His fate is 
too horrible to consider.'"

A Growing Organization. 


Colonel Jones is exceedingly enthusias- 
c with regard to tho corps, its scope and 
is future. 
He said today: 


'Wohavo now 584 stations in this state, 
de from those on tho canals. The sta- 
ons nro located on and near tho piers in 


w York city, in the vicinity of tho Unit- 
States life saving stations along tho 


jong Island coast and the shores of Lakes 


16 and Ontario, along the line of tho 


rie canal and the Hudson river, on tho 
lore* of the lesser interior lakes—wher- 
er, in fact, there is a chance for acci- 
ental drowning. In summer the volun- 
ieers look after boating parties and bath- 


s', in winter skaters are watched no less 
refully. Until recently the corps was 
nflned to the state of New York, but 


ooal stations have lately been established 
i Connecticut, New Jersey and Massa- 
msetts, and there is a probability that 
ie organization will so extend that in 
lourse of time there will be branches in 


ery state of the Union. 
'Although the cost of maintaining tho 
rps slnoe its organization bas mounted 


ip into the tens of thousands, Its support 
las been provided altogether by voluntary 


ntributions aside from three state ap- 


iropriations, one of $5,000 in 1894, one of 
6,000 in 1896 and one of 84,000 which has 
ust been made available, or $15,000 in 
1. None of tbe officers or corps members 
eceive pay for services, but gold and sil- 
er medals are awarded for heroic rescues, 
12 sucb tokens having been given last 
rear. These are awarded without regard 
o membership in tbe corps, and, whilo 


en only may belong, some of tbe medals 
1897 went to women and children. 
"It is to pay for these medals, to fur- 
sh the necessary life saving appliances, 
pay for organization work, etc., that 


oney is needed, and it is to tho credit of 
he people at large that sufficient volun- 
iry contributions have been made to keep 
ie corps going even through those years 
hen no state aid bag been granted. 


Swimming Should Be Taught. 


"One of the chief purposes of tbe corps 


s to Introduce instruction in swimming 
irougbout the state, and there is hope 
iat this movement will extend all over 
10 country. Wo bave bad printed in s true- 
on s for would be swimmers pretty well 
istributed, but they bave not been of 


much use so far. What is wanted is the 
caching of the art in connection with the 
lubllc schools. I understand very well 
ibnt this is at present impractical in many 
ocalities, but we believe the idea will be 
generally approved and taken up sooner or 
ater. We hope to drive an opening wedge 
>y having certain hours set apart at tbe 
ree baths In Now York city for tbe teach* 
ng of children wbo desire it, and we bave 
ieen striving'fer some months, with good 
^aspects of suoosss, as I look at things, 
10 bave various boards of education in the 
tuto rnsko swimming a regular branch of 
he public school curriculum. 
"In order to help along thefreo batli 


wimming school idea we are ready tn 
nrnish instruction free of charge, ace 
here "is every reason to hope, once we can 
;et tbe scheme started here, that it wili 
>e easily introduced elsewhere. Swim- 
ming is already a part of tbe curriculum 
n English schools, where it was intro- 
duced by Captain Davis Dalton, tbe obana- 
jion swimmer of tbe world, wbo ia now 
n our employ. 


"We believe, too, that all policemen 


ougbt to be expert swimmers and that 
they should understand the most approved 
methods of resuscitation. This ia espe- 
cially trna of police officers detailed for 
luty along water fronts. Undoubtedly 
ihere are many policemen in all seaport, 
aka port and river cities who possess these 
accomplishments, btit they are decidedly 
in the minority. We see no way to make 
ibis sort of espcrtness popular among tbe 
police except to include knowledge in 
swimming and life saving methods in the 
civil service examinations. The Bed Cross 
roles of '8rst aid to the injured' should 
also be included, in my opinion, and our 
efforts in that line take in these rules. As 
it Is now, not one policeman In 100 knows 
anything about them, while case after cam 
of a policeman standing on shore and al- 
lowing some one to drown has been 
brought to our attention. 


"I don't say I blame a man who doesn't 


know bow to swim because he won't jump 
into the water. Ho do so would only be 
to sacrifice two lives Instead of one, but 
every one will agree with me, I am sure, 
that every policeman should know bow to 
effect a rescue. 


What tbe I4f* tavers Could Do. 


"Why would tbavolunteer life savers be 


especially useful to the government in case 
of war? 
"Because, first of all, they are strong, 


athletic chaps to a man. None others are 
permitted to join the organisation. They 
are all expert swimmers and diveri, of 
course, and besides there is hardly one of 
them, especially in New York, on the sea- 
board and on the lake coasts, who does 
not understand the handling of nearly ev- 
ery sort of water craft as well as the best 
trained sailor. They are also well up in 
tbe Bed Gross 'first aid' rules, and, while, 
as a rule, they are engaged in self sup- 
porting occupations, they all find time at 
least once a week to engage in some sort 
arm. 
"Moreover, being familiar with the wa- 


ter, they would be uiefnl in laying pon- 
toon bridges in ease of an invasion of Cuba, 
say, while they are especially fitted for tha 
laying of torpedoes and submarine mines. 


"We can furglch more than 1,000 men 


if they are netdvl," said Colonel Jones in 
conclusion, "for every member of the corps 
is true to the old flag and ready to fight 
for it if occasion arises."

The 


A National Gem, 


The tourmaline, "the flower of the 


mineral kingdom," has become the fad. 
It is a distinctive American gem and 
consequently, aside from its value and 
beauty, arouses the patriotic spirit and 
appeals to the "love of country" senti- 
ment. And fashion has declared m Its 
favor. Of ail the precious stones it 
possesses the one mysterious quality of 
having two or more colors in the same 
crystal, and for this one reason it well 
deserves its growing popularity. It has 
the peculiar 
property of polarizing 


light. 


Despite the recent discoveries of fresh 


deposits at Mount Mica, Me., which 
yield large numbers (the greatest stores 
yet known) of exquisite specimens, it 
is still comparatively rare, and that 
will enhance its value both commercial- 
ly and as a social and fashionable fa- 
vorite. 


This Mount Mica is near the town of 


Paris, in the rock ribbed state of sheep, 
lumber and fish. There, on the brow of 
a little- hill, one of the spurs of the 
"streaked mountain," is one of the most 
remarkable mineral deposits on the 
globe. From an area 30 feet square 
there have been obtained nearly 40 va- 
rieties of minerals, some of them of ex- 
treme beauty and rarity. This spot was 
discovered as long ago as 1S20 by two 
students, Elijah L. Hamlin and Ezekiel 
Jcnes, while hunting for geological 
specimens. Subsequent mining by blasts 
discovered many cavities which were 
literal treasure boxes, being lined with 
beautiful crystals of rainbow hues. 


Incidentally it may be stated that 


there is a strong inference that the 
magnificent ruby in the Russian crown 
is in all probability a tourmaline, and 
so likewise may be the monster red gem 
which hangs as a pendant to the jade 
necklace, formerly belonging to the 
Chinese emperor, which is now the 
property of the French government, 
having been captured at the taking of 
Peking in 1860. A magnificent group of 
pink tourmalines was given by the king 
of Burma to Colonel Sykes while the 
latter was commissioner at his court. 


Tourmalines are also found in Si- 


beria, in the Ural mountains, In Cey- 
Icn and in Brazil, but none to compare 
with the American crystals which have 
been mined in Canada, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, 
New 
Hampshire 
and 


slightly in some of the northeast coun- 
ties of New Tork, and in California 
black crystals 6 to 8 inches in diameter 
occur in feldspar veins in the moun- 
tains between San Diego and the Colo- 
rado desert. Some of the crystals are 
red at one end and green at the op- 
posite, while others have a green ex- 
terior and a red core. Blue and purple 
varieties are occasionally found. Min- 
eralogists are unable to account for 
this eccentricity of hues, and physicists 
are equally puzzled by the strange elec- 
trical properties of the tourmaline. It 
is a natural magnet, with a positive 
and negative pole of attraction and re- 
pulsion. 


The United States, aside from dia- 


monds, seems to be prominent in gem 
production. The bulk of the world's 
supply of fine turquoises la now obtain- 
ed from New Mexico, where great num- 
bers of large stones equal in quality to 
the best of Persian origin are mined an- 
nually. They even hold their color bet- 
ter. The finest garnets in the world are 
also found here. In the vicinity of Mos- 
cow, Ida., the volcanic rocks are found 
honeycombed with cavities, which in 
many instances contain precious opals. 
The gem material is supposed to have 
been deposited by water when the rocks 
were hot. In Oregon some very beau- 
tiful ones are found in a bed of volcanic 
ashes. Large masses of cinders being 
broken open reveal them, and one in 20 
is a "fire" or a "noble" opal. 


The garnets of New Mexico occur in 


loose gravel, which is disintegrated 
rock brought from a distance by the 
flow of streams. On the Navajo reser- 
vation the Indians collect them from, 
ant bills and scorpion holes, the insects 
and arachnids having brought them to 
the surface in digging. 


The only possible rival of the tour- 


maline for the distinction of being call- 
ed the national gem of America is -the 
prfjcious stone hiddenite. This beauti- 
ful species of crystal, which sells for 
from $40 to $100 a carat, is obtained in 
Alexandria county, N. C., the only place 
in the world where it is found. Its dis- 
covery was accidental, some specimens 
being disclosed when mining for emer- 
alds. Its color is a lustrous, transpar- 
ent green, and, according to mieralo* 
gists, it is a variety of spodumene.

Antoine Kruhl, a Polander from Adams, 


who was brought to the hospital Friday, 
gave the hospical authorities and police a 
merry chase last night. 


He was homesick, and took leavt 


of the hospital without stopping to say 
goodbye or to get his clothing. For over 
two hours he indulged in a lonesome 
"shirt tail parade," while the police were 
hunting for him. 


At Adams just a week ago Saturday 


night be became violently insane and 
while at his home broke his bed and al* 
the furniture in bis room. It required 
several officers to bind and carry him to 
the police station, where he was kept 
several days. 


He seemed to be apparently over big 


insanity and the doctors believed that if 
he were placed in some quiet place where 
he could get lots of sleep he would re- 
cover. Accordingly he was brought to 
the hospital. 


As there is no place provided especially 


for insane people at the hospital be was 
placed in the ward. He was stubborn 
and refused to sleep. He said he wanted 
to go home. 


Sunday evening he was quiet and on 


being left alone went into the bath room 
with a blanket around him. A win- 
dow in the room was partly raised 
and be went out through it at about 10.30. 
He was soon missed and an immediate 
search for him was started. He could hot 
be found, however, and the police were 
notified. It was not until 1.15 o'clock 
this morning that be was found on State 
'street by Officer Scully. 


He was clothed only in bis scanty night 


garment, and had several pieces of an 
old bran sack and a wagon boot tied 
around him. 
He looked in many re- 


spects like "Nick of the Woods." He 
was locked in the police station where he 
now remains. 


It is feared that the results of his mid- 


night adventure may be serious, as be 
must have suffered much from exposure. 
He is apparently unconscious at the police 
station, and Dr. Holmes of Adams and 
Dr. Putnam of this city are attending 
b"im.
